Dick Rule, candidate for Clerk of 
the Supreme Court in this State in 
1878, is Fish Commissioner in Ariszo- 
tis; There is no water there except 
in wells. Dick also runsthe Tomb- 
stone Nugget. Here is one of his fish 
proclamations, ‘Fish ate ampbitious 
animals, and require eonsiderable wa- 
ter to keep them from smelling bad. 
In importing fish great care shduld be 
taken in securing good, sound ones, 
if they smell the chances are that they 
are sick, and sheuld be carefully 
nursed. See that no cold air strikes 
them, and that the water they drink is 
pure. In propagating the female 
should be furnished with a good nest, 
and should not set on more than 18 
eggs. With a larger family she could 
not bring them up properly, and Ari- 
zona fish should be well behaved. 
Have a canteen of fresh water donveh- 
ient, if it can be procured, so that her 
fishship ean take a drink without go- 
ing down town. It is much cheaper 
as well, for even ‘bit’ drinks count 
up. In transplanting great care should 
be taken in the preparation of the soil, 
which should be of a loose macky- 
muck, stirred up from the bottom, 
with a light dressing on top, after the 
fashion of the Tucson belle. Don't 
put more than three eyes in a hill, 
which should be at least three feet 
apart, to prevent gossip and allow the 
fish to spread themselves. Follow 
the rules to the letter, and place no 
reliance in the adage that it is a poor 
rule that won't work both ways. This 
is o-fishal.” 
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Construction of Mining Law. 

The Commissioner of the General 
Land Office puts the following con- 
struction upon Section 2,336, U. 8. 
Statutes, ‘‘whe e two or more veins,” 
etc.: 

The uniform construction placed 
upon this section is, that the space of 
intersection meant, is determined sole- 
ly by the width of the intersecting 
veins, and not the width of the claims. 

For instance, the party making the 

first location is ent'tled to all the sur- 
face ground and the full extent of the 
vein included within his boundaries, 
including the space of intersection. 
The second locator is entitled to the 
full length of his location exclusive of 
the conflicting surface groundy and 
the space of intersection of veins. 
If the intersecting veins are respec- 
tively ten feet in width, the space of 
intersection would be ten feet square, 
and the party locating last would not 
be entitled under the law to ten feet 
of lode included in the space of inter- 
section.
